Black students speak 
against Utah racism

African-American students speak- 
ing as part of BYUSA’s Black 
Awareness Week agreed Tuesday 
that it is important for the commu- 
nity to regard them first as people 
and secondly as black. 

Frantz Belot, 24, a first year mas- 
ters of public administration candi- 
date from Montreal, Quebec, said 
he has found ample problems with 
a type of reverse discrimination. 

“Instead of trying to be nice, peo- 
ple try to be extremely nice,” Belot 
said. “It’s really not necessary.” 

Pamela Stokes, a senior from 
Great Falls, Mont., majoring in 
genealogy and history, said mem- 
bers of all races should work 
together to dispel stereotypes and 
educate the community. 


“You always wonder, “Do they 


like me?’” Stokes said. “It’s hard to 
know if people are truly being 
polite, or if they’re just being nice 
because youre black.” 

The six students participating in 
the panel discussion on racism in 
Utah agreed racism exists in all 
races. They said they don’t want to 
be treated differently because 
they’re black, but they want people 
to look at the special problems they 
face. 

“There are great people here and 
Ive had a tremendous experience,” 
Belot said, “(but) when you see 
something wrong, talk about it.” 

“It’s a good university, but some 
changes need to be made,” said 
Lenora Soil, 19, a sophomore from 
Chicago, Ill., majoring in sociology. 

Students discussed the problem of 
the assumption all black students 
are on athletic scholarships. 

“Tve had quite a few people ask if 


I’m on the track and field team,” 
Stokes said. 

The students stressed the impor- 
tance of a black student union. 

“Black people who grew up in 
black communities around other 
blacks need the support that black 
friends provide,” one student said. 

There are approximately 95 
African-American and 70 African 
students at BYU. 

Meoyskie Porter, 19, a freshman 
from Las Vegas, Nev. majoring in 
political science, pointed out that 
black student interests differ from 
those of other students. 

“We don’t expect everyone to get 
excited when a big rap group comes 
to Salt Lake,” he said, “but we do 
want to be respected.” 

“We need to stand as children of 
God and say, ‘We’re not going to 
take it anymore,’ ” Stokes said.

BAGHDAD, Iraq — Iraq on 
Tuesday announced a unilateral 
cease-fire in the no-fly zones 
patrolled by allied aircraft, saying 
the move was a goodwill gesture 
toward the Clinton administra- 
tion. 

The ruling Revolutionary 
Command Council headed by 
President Saddam Hussein said 
there would be no more attacks on 
United States, French or British 
planes because of the inaugura- 
tion today of President-elect 
Clinton. 

The cease-fire goes into effect at 
8 a.m. today (midnight Tuesday 
EST), the council said. 

“The RCC decided the cease-fire 
beginning Wednesday morning as 
a gesture of goodwill toward the 
Clinton administration and 
through him the American peo- 
ple,” the council said in a state- 
ment. 

The announcement came after 
encounters today between allied 
warplanes and Iraqi defenses and 
followed repeated U.S.-led bomb- 
ing raids on Iraq over the past 
week. 

The Iraqis had previously vowed

MIAMI — The TV crew was filming Emilio Nunez placing flowers on 
his teen-age daughter’s grave, grieving over her suicide. Then, his for- 
mer wife showed up unexpectedly. 

As the camera rolled, Nunez lunged at the woman, put a 9 mm semiau- 
tomatic handgun to her head and pulled the trigger, emptying the full 
clip, the cameraman said Tuesday. 

Nunez, 34, kept firing even after the woman fell to the ground, said 
police Lt. Lou Cavallo, who confirmed that Monday’s shooting was on the 
tape. The woman, Maritza Martin Munoz, 33, was dead at the scene. 

Nunez remained at large Tuesday, though his car was found. The 
Delray Beach man left his current wife and stepson behind at the ceme- 
tery; it wasn’t clear whether they saw the shooting. 

Cameraman Jorge Delgado said that before the shooting, “The man 
was a very nice man. He was upset with the courts and police system 
because he wasn’t getting answers with his daughter’s death.” 

Joandra Nunez, the 15-year-old daughter of Nunez and Ms. Martin, 
fatally shot herself in the chest on Thanksgiving. Cavallo said Nunez 
blamed Ms. Martin for their daughter’s death and that the woman 
feared him. 


Teens find lives full of problems 


NEW YORK — If you think everything has been going wrong lately, 
you may be on to something. 

Researchers have found new evidence that one reason life is so unhap- 
py for many young adolescents is that they face a bumper crop of dis- 
tressing events. Negative events included things like worsening relation- 
ships with parents and siblings, being suspended or otherwise disci- 
plined in school, changing schools, breaking up with a boyfriend or girl- 
friend and falling out with a close friend or group of friends. 

Adolescents defined as seventh through ninth graders were more likely 
than younger students to have dealt with negative events. 

Perhaps adolescents are more affected by a pileup of bad events 
because they worry about the past and the future and things outside 


their immediate environment. . 


Cabinet appointee regrets violation 


WASHINGTON — Attorney-general-designate Zoe Baird apologized 
Tuesday for hiring illegal immigrants and said she acted as a mother 
instead of a lawyer when she broke federal law to obtain care for her 
young son. 

“It was a violation of the law,” Baird told the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. “Our decision to hire the couple was wrong and I deeply 
regret it.” 

Baird recounted for the panel her difficulty in finding the baby sitter 
they wanted for their child. She repeatedly asserted she was offering 
explanations and not excuses. 

“I was acting ... more as a mother than as a person who would be sit- 
ting here designated as attorney general,” Baird said.

Gifted pupil 
accused of 
2 murders

GRAYSON, Ky.— An honor stu- 
dent accused of fatally shooting a 
teacher and janitor at a high school 
was gifted in math and science, but 
said little about his personal life. 

Authorities are unsure what pro- 
voked the East Carter High School 
student, who held a class hostage 
during Monday’s rampage. 

Scott Pennington, 17, was 
charged with two capital murder 
charges and 22 counts of kidnap- 
ping in connection with the 15- 
minute standoff. He was scheduled 
for arraignment in Carter District 
Court. 

Police said Pennington walked 
into his senior English class 
Monday afternoon, pulled a .38 cal- 
iber revolver and fired a shot over 
the head of teacher Deanna 
McDavid. 

Pennington then stepped closer to 
McDavid, 48, and fired another 
shot that struck her in the temple, 
said Trooper Gary Kistner. 

Janitor Marvin Hicks heard the 
shot and stepped into the class- 
room. 

Kistner said witnesses report the 
51-year-old custodian was shot 
while pushing a female student out 
of the way. 

Police Officer Larry Green said 
when he got to the classroom, 
Pennington had already released 
the other students. Pennington 
pointed to where he had left the 
gun on the teacher’s desk and gave 
up without a struggle, Green said.

Provo City 
planning to 
synchronize 
traffic lights

BYU students may find it easier 
to drive on many of Provo’s busy 
streets in the future. Beginning 
this summer, city lights will be 
synchronized to avoid traffic con- 
gestion and improve air quality. 

“The system is in place, but it is 
not operational,” said Dave Graves, 
Provo City traffic engineer. “We 
hope to have the entire system in 
working order before school begins 
again in September.” 

According to Graves, the synchro- 
nization project, which began three 
years ago, has cost the city over 
$600,000. He said the reason the 
project. has taken so long is because 
of the city’s lack of skilled manpow- 
er to implement the program. 

Provo plans to hire outside con- 
sultants to coordinate the final 
stages of the new traffic system. 
The city also hopes to operate the 
system with the help of the state. 

“Eventually, all the signals will 
be on the system,” Graves said. At 
present, only University Avenue 

0 VeySynchrenized 


900 East, 500 West, 2230 North 
and University Parkway to be syn- 
chronized and connected to the new 
system. 

Having these lights synchronized 
would not only relieve the traffic 
problems in Provo during rush 
hour, but also before and after 
BYU football, basketball and soccer 
games. 

Lt. Steve Baker of University 
Police said BYU does not synchro- 
nize its traffic lights. However, 
Baker also said BYU has made 
adjustments to its light system in 


“Lights have been adapted to deal 
with increased traffic flow,” Baker 
said. 

Apart from reducing congestion 
on city streets, Dana Cundiff, a 
vehicle emission control specialist 
with Utah County, believes traffic 
light synchronization can reduce 
harmful carbon monoxide vehicle 
emissions. 

“Whenever you can keep a car 
moving, you are reducing emis- 
sions,” Cundiff said. High cost is a 
primary reason many cities have 
not synchronized their traffic lights 
he said. 

Graves also said the city is look- 
ing into other ways of improving 
traffic flow and air quality. 
‘Included in the city’s plans is a

DISCRIMINATORY HOUSING 


“Being black and trying to get an 
apartment in Provo is a joke,” said 
Stokes, a senior from Great Falls, 
Mont., majoring in genealogy and 
history. 

The last time Stokes, who said 
she sounds white on the phone, 
looked for a place to live, she got 
several interviews for apartments 
over the phone. 

“Three times in a row I called and 
got an interview, but when they 
saw me they hemmed and they 
hawed and found an excuse to deny 
me the apartment,” Stokes said. 

Now, Stokes counsels young 
blacks new to Provo to be up front 
on the telephone. “Otherwise 
they’re just wasting their time. I 
come right out and say, ‘I’m black 
... and my money is green,” Stokes 
said. 


COVERT RACISM 


But the students said racism at 
BYU is rarely so overt. 

“Racism in Utah is subtle,” said 
Esperance Mukamwiza, a senior 
from Rwanda, majoring in electri- 
cal engineering. 

Wilbert agreed. “Racism here is 
nothing you can put your finger 
on,” she said. “People stare at me 
all the time, but I don’t know if it’s 
because I’m black or because I’m a 
pretty girl.” 

She and others acknowledge that 
much of the problem is that many 
Utahns or suburban whites have 
never dealt with blacks. That igno- 
rance is displayed when people ask 
questions like: 

¢ How does it feel to be black? 

¢ Can I touch your hair? 

¢ What sport do you play? 

¢ More specifically to black 
males: Are you Derwin Gray? 

(Gray, who is black, starred as a 
defensive back on BYU’s football 
team from 1989-1992.) 

“That’s the worst thing about this 
state,” said Dot Todman, a junior 
from Toronto majoring in theater 
and film. “Stereotyping. People 
have these dumb ideas that 
because we’re black we can sing, 
dance and play basketball. 

“People here aren’t exposed to 
other people,” she said. “We have to 
realize when we come to this all- 
white state we have to be patient 
and let whites adjust to us, too. 
They haven’t been exposed to us.” 

While she preaches that patience, 
Todman also expressed frustration 
with apathy shown by whites. “The 
most difficult thing for black people 
here is that people don’t want to 
recognize the problem, much less 
address it,” Todman said. 

And it isn’t just the students who 
notice racial tension in the Provo 
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area. BYU assistant basketball 
coach Charles Bradley is the first 
black coach in BYU history. He’s 
not impressed by the unofficial 
title. “They call it a pioneer, I call it 
a job,” Bradley said. 

He doesn’t consider racism in 
Utah to be unique. “If you look at 
the minority situation all over the 
country, it’s pretty sad.” 

But Bradley half-jokingly said he 
is careful when he jogs through 
Provo with a white jogging partner. 
“Tf I run behind him, I’m chasing 
him and the police stop and throw 
me down. If I pull in front of him, I 
stole something,” Bradley said. 

“T tell him, ‘Run right beside me.” 

As the father of two children I feel 
faced with a dilemma about their 
future. Should I be offered a good 
job in Utah once I graduate, I 
would feel comfortable about rais- 
ing a family in this state, because I 
believe in the ideals embodied by 
most. 

But my conscience constantly 
reminds me that I would be short- 
changing my children if they did 
not have the opportunity to grow 
up where they can be exposed to 
diverse peoples and cultures. 

The fact is, Utah can’t offer that 
to my children. And in a country 
where minorities will constitute 
more than 50 percent of the popu- 
lation soon, and in a world fast 
becoming a global village, those 
who are uncomfortable around 
minorities will be seriously disad- 
vantaged. 


SOLUTIONS 


Many of the students would like 
to see a strong statement from the 
LDS Church’s General Authorities 
at a General Conference, condemn- 
ing not just racism but also the 
myths about blacks they say have 
become a part of Mormon history. 

They point to a recent General 
Conference address which harshly 
denounced spouse and child abuse 
as an example of what they would 
like to see. 

“I would like to see the General 
Authorities come out and make a 
general statement dispensing with 
all the folklore about blacks and 
the priesthood,” said Sharon 
Smiley, a graduate student in soci- 
ology from the Caribbean. “I wish 
that rather than have Church 
members believe that folklore, that 
the General Authorities would rid 
the Church of it.” 

BYU should make black history a 
part of the general education 
requirements. At least offer black 
history classes in the History 
Department. 

BYU did offer a black history 
class last semester and a second is 
being taught this semester — in 
the Honors Department. 

But this semester’s course, named 


“Blacks in Mormon Culture” in the 
Honors course guide, is listed as 
Honors 230R, “Civilization and 
Culture,” in the Winter Class 
Schedule. 

A student who doesn’t have expo- 
sure to the Honors course guide 
may never find out about those 
classes, especially since Honors 
classes are listed in a special sec- 
tion in the front of the class sched- 
ule where many students rarely 
venture. 


INDIVIDUALS 


The only true answer to racism 
and minority problems is the indi- 
vidual. 

Individuals must shed their per- 
sonal apathy and embrace reform. 
Perhaps whites cannot solve black 
problems, but their ignorance 
about blacks and black issues can 
end, as well as the overt discrimi- 
nation. 

It is white apathy, in large mea- 
sure, which is putting stress on the 
memory of Martin Luther King Jr., 
just as his memory has finally 
inspired New Hampshire and 
Arizona to become the 49th and 
50th states to observe a holiday in 
his honor. Many young blacks feel 
that after 25 years of trying to fol- 
low King’s example, little has 
changed. 

If whites do not start addressing 
the problems with actions instead 


of lip service, the frustration and. 


despair experienced by young 
blacks will reach a critical mass, 
causing greater inner-city turmoil 
and wasting a widely untapped 
resource in America’s economic 
community. 

Unfortunately, holidays often 
have little impact on Americans. 
Millions of Christians think noth- 
ing of Jesus Christ on Christmas 
Day. Millions more spend just 15 to 
30 minutes reading about Him in 
the Bible. Then they turn to their 


toys and televisions and don’t both- ° 


er with Christmas until the follow- 
ing November. 

Human rights and minority prob- 
lems are lucky to get 30 minutes of 
annual thought from most white 
Americans. Hopefully Monday’s 
holiday helped. But it isn’t the end 
solution. 

Frantz Belot, a graduate student 
in public administration from 
Montreal, summed up black stu- 
dents’ feelings about Martin 
Luther King Day and Black 
Awareness Week at the close of a 
panel discussion Tuesday: 

“T was on a panel like this last 
year and none of the things we 
talked about changed. Next year 
we'll be here talking about this 
again. Will anything have 
changed?”
